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DONALD GREY BARNHOUSE 


March 1895 —- November 1960 


LONG BEFORE this magazine reaches the homes of most 
readers, the news of the death of its distinguished editor- 
in-chief and founder will be known. 

Donald Grey Barnhouse, whose superb gift as an 
expositor of the Word of God was unparalleled in our 
generation, completed his earthly assignment November 5 
in his home city of Philadelphia. 

He was stricken with a baffling illness in September 
that physicians finally diagnosed as a massive tumor of 
the brain. An emergency operation was performed Oc- 
tober 8. 

During the four weeks he lay upon his bed at Temple 
University Hospital, Dr. Barnhouse indicated that he 
understood what was going on even 


crammed accomplishments that would stagger the imag- 
ination. 

Dr. Barnhouse was the minister of Tenth Presbyterian 
Church from which several hundred young people heard 
the call to serve the Lord as missionaries and ministers. 
Perhaps even more significant were the number of pro- 
fessional, business people and others from all walks of 
life, who were stirred by his dynamic ministry. Even while 
he maintained his personal relationship, Dr. Barnhouse 
carried on an itinerant Bible-teaching ministry that carried 
him to every state of the union and to most of the centers 
of the civilized world. He had conducted missions to the 
students of Cambridge and Oxford in Great Britain and 
had trekked to isolated jungle stations 





though he found it difficult to speak ex- 
cept in halting phrases. His beloved 
wife, Marge, remained by his bedside. 

He soon requested that the Word be 
read to him, expressing a preference 
for favorite passages. In his mumbled 
prayers he made constant references to 
the need for unity in the entire Body 
of Christ. 

On one occasion when he appeared 
to be fretting, Mrs. Barnhouse asked 
him if he were worried about some- 
thing. “I cannot worry,” he said. “I 
am in Christ and He is at the Father’s 
right hand!” 

To his quiet hospital room came his 
four children: Dr. Ruth Beuscher of 
Boston, a psychiatrist; Donald Jr., of 
Philadelphia, a licensed Presbyterian direct. 
minister; David of Rochester, N. Y.,

AN WE worship the baby Jesus—the baby Jesus 
who was as helpless and dependent as any 
other child? 

This is what many people are trying to do today. 
There is nothing as adorable as a baby and nothing 
which so tugs at the heart-strings. So Christmas be- 
comes a sentimental experience with carol-singing, 
nativity pageants and spotlighted creches. 

‘ It makes men feel good inside when they worship 
the baby Jesus but they are unmoved and unchanged 
in heart. 

But did the Wise Men and the Shepherds come to 
worship a baby? Unequivocally no! 

They did not come to worship a baby. They came 
to worship the Son of God, the Savior, the Messiah. 

The Wise Men were Gentiles, probably of a priestly 
class from the East. Guided by a star, they came to 
find the Light of Life. The shepherds were Jews, 
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representative of the common folk. Directed by the 
angels, they too came to the Light of Life. And when 
they came, they saw a baby with the shadow of a 
cross on His face. 

Yes, the Wise Men and the Shepherds were more 
than baby worshipers. So were Simeon and Anna. 

Simeon, a devout, humble Jew who looked with 
anticipation for the coming Messiah, and Anna, the 
prophetess who fasted and prayed that she might not 
die until her eyes had seen the Messiah—these both 
saw in Jesus’ birth the beginning of a spiritual revolu- 
tion which was to take place within the hearts and 
lives of men. God had come to earth; the Messianic 
hope of centuries was now being fulfilled. 

You see, the people who rejoiced in the coming of 
the baby Jesus saw in His face the shadow of the 
Cross, because the Messiah who would bring salvation 
to men would have to suffer vicariously for the world. 

Therefore, it is important for us to recognize that 
the baby Jesus was the Suffering Servant Messiah, 
the anointed Son of God. The baby Jesus was God 








come in the flesh. He lived with God, came from 
God, and was God. 

The reason we know of Jesus is not because of 
the nature of His miraculous birth, but because of 
His adult life—that is, His teachings, miracles, and 
His death, resurrection and ascension. When the dis- 
ciples realized what a redemptive revolution Christ 
had wrought by His sacrifice, then they began to in- 
vestigate His birth—asking what manner of Man He 
was. They learned from His mother Mary that God 
was in Him from the very beginning. 

Many Hebrew women, in and around Jesus’ time, 
dreamed that perhaps their son might be the Messiah. 
Indeed, not a few men claimed to be the Messiah— 
but God was not in them. Only Jesus the Messiah 
actually proved to be the Messiah by His vicarious 
death and glorious resurrection (Romans 1:4). 

Jesus was born to the Virgin Mary, who was en- 
gaged to Joseph. He grew in wisdom and stature, and 
in favor with God and man. At the age of twelve He 
astounded the Rabbis in the Temple with His knowl- 
edge of the Old Testament Scriptures and His keen 
insight into their proper meaning. As a young man of 
30 years, beginning His Messianic mission, He was 
anointed with the Holy Spirit at His baptism by John. 
He began His ministry by proclaiming that the king- 
dom of God was at hand. Then He began to carry 
out His revelatory and redemptive ministry. He 
taught as one having authority and not as an ordinary 
rabbi. His words carried power—whenever He spoke 
men either were moved to repent and turn to God or 
to hostility against God. 


WHAT JESUS TAUGHT 


No, it wasn’t His birth that brought Him fame—it 
was His ministry. Never a man spake like this man. 
Never a man cast out demons like this man. Never 
a man went to the Cross like this man—and never 
a man rose from the dead as He did. 

It was His revelation of God which He gave in His 
teachings and deeds, and His obedience to the Father 
that earned for Him the right to make His sacrifice on 
the Cross. Look at the God He revealed in His min- 
istry—no wonder the self-righteous hypocrites of His 
day and of ours reject Him and seek to destroy Him. 

(1) Jesus taught that all men are basically selfish— 
no matter how pious or polished they might appear, 
no matter how rich or how poor, no matter how 
‘religious’ or irreligious. After a man had done all he 
could possibly do in obedience to God’s will, Jesus 
taught that he was still sinful and ‘wanting’—he had 
only done his duty (Luke 17:7-10). 

(2) He taught that all hatred is sin. Man is ob- 
ligated to love all men as brothers—whether black 
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or white, Gentile or Jew. Jesus went so far as to say 
that if a man has hatred in his heart for a ‘brother’ 
he is guilty of murder (Matt. 5:21ff.; John 8:44; 
I John 3:15). No wonder the Pharisees who were 
filled with hatred for the common Jew, the Samaritan, 
and the Gentile sought to silence the Christ. 

(3) Jesus taught that oppression of one’s fellow 
man was sin. We are our brother’s keeper—this is 
the message of our Lord in the Parable of the Good 
Samaritan. No matter who he is, no matter what an 
individual has been or is, he is the object of God’s 
love and mercy. Those who are children of God, or 
who profess to be, therefore, are obligated to act like 
their Father (Matt. 5:43-48). 

(4) Jesus taught that all men must be morally 
pure, not just in outward appearance but actually be 
pure within—in the heart. The motive for doing good 
or for being pure must be right. This concept of in- 
ward purity is the backdrop against which the Sermon 
on the Mount was preached by our Lord. The ‘reli- 
gious’ Jews—the Pharisees, Scribes, Essenes—these 
sought to keep themselves outwardly pure. They did 
not commit adultery, but they looked after women 
with lust or evil desire jn their hearts and eyes. They 
did not kill, but they were filled with hatred in their 
hearts. They did not steal, but they withheld the care 
due to their aged parents with the pretense that their 
possessions were dedicated to God. Jesus says to the 
hypocrite of His day and ours—“Blessed are the pure 
in heart”—for these are they who see God manifest 
in the Son. These are the individuals who are truly 
pure. 

(5) Jesus came with the Good News of forgiveness 
for all men—not just for a select few, not just for the 
‘righteous’ (whoever they are)—but for all who are 
sick and sinful—in need of divine healing and for- 
giveness. How this strange new doctrine irritated the 
self-righteous pious of His day! How it irritates the 
self-righteous of our day, too! There are always groups 
in every age who feel God is obliged to show them 
preference. They believe they are the elect and that 
the rest of the world is damned. Jesus came to tell 
the lie to such rubbish! God loves all—for all men 
are in the same boat. The only salvation for the 
sinking race of men is in Jesus Christ—God’s gift to 
men. Good News? Yes! Especially for the honest, 
penitent sinner. 

(6) Finally, He taught that as Messiah He did not 
come to battle with the Romans or any other human 
foe—He came to do battle with Satan and his forces. 
He came as a Suffering Servant Savior to give His 
life as a ransom for many. He came to release men 
from the prison house of sin by the victory over evil

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If you are looking for simple an- 
swers, you may be disappointed, for 
the author has no simple answers— 
only provocative questions, that are 
sure to send you back to the Bible for 
further study. By Wiliam S. LaSor. 


W E ARE not asking the question, “Does science make 
universal Flood incredible?” Rather, we are ask- 
ing the question, “Does the Bible teach that the Flood 
was universal?” To define the question even more 
specifically, “Does the Bible teach that the Flood was 
geographically universal, and does it teach that the en- 
tire human race was involved in the Flood?” 

Some Bible-believers would dismiss both questions 
at once; others would be willing to discuss the former, 
but would dismiss the latter. 

Actually, there are three possible definitions of the 
Flood that occurred in the days of Noah: (1) the 
Flood was geographically and ethnologically universal 
(i.e., it covered the entire earth and destroyed all hu- 
man beings except those in the ark); (2) the Flood 
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was geographically local but ethnologically universal 
(i.e., it covered only a part of the earth, but destroyed 
all human beings, the human race having not yet 
spread beyond the area covered by the Flood); and 
(3) the Flood was geographically and ethnologically 
local (i.e., it covered only part of the earth and de- 
stroyed only part of the human race). 

Frequently, when we ask such a question, we are 
met with the simple statement, “The Bible says all, 
therefore it means all!” The Bible does say “all”: “all 
flesh” (Gen. 6:13, 17; 7:21-23; 9:11, 15), and “all 
the high mountains under the whole heaven” (Gen. 
7:19). As one who believes the entire Bible to be the 
inspired Word of God, I am not seeking to remove 
these verses, nor to avoid them; I seek only to under- 
stand them. The Bible says “all,” but does it mean 
what we think it means? 

Repeated careful study of the Bible has taught me 
that the word “all” and similar words (“every,” “the 
whole—,” etc.) must be understood within the purpose 
of the writer, or even within the purpose of the Spirit 
who inspired the words. In Exodus 9:25, for example, 
the plague of hail destroyed “every plant” and “every 
tree of the field.” This took place in “all of the land of 
Egypt” (Exod. 9:24)—but of course it excepted the 
land of Goshen (9:26). Even more startling is the no- 
tice in Exodus 10:15, where we read that the plague of 











locusts ate “all the plants in the land and all the fruit of 
the trees which the hail had left.” It must have been 
obvious to the author, as it is to us, that the hail had 
not destroyed “all” of the trees, even though he said so. 
Therefore he must have used a figure of speech that 
was not to be taken literally. 

The Frenchman regularly says “tout le monde” 
when he wants to say “everybody.” “Tout le monde,” 
which means literally “all the world,” can range from a 
few members of a group (“Is everybody here?”) to the 
whole world, and no Frenchman tries to force every- 
where a literal meaning on the expression. 

Someone asks, “But what of the New Testament? 
Isn’t the Greek language less subject to the difficulties 
found in Hebrew idiom?” II Peter 2:5 is usually 
brought into the discussion. However, a thoughtful 
reading of other passages such as Luke 2:1, Romans 
1:8, and 4:13, should convince any Bible student that 
the expression “all the world” (that two different words 
for “world” are used does not affect the discussion of 
idiom) is used hyperbolically even in the New Testa- 
ment. 


ALL THE EARTH 


“All the earth” in the Flood account does not need 
to be universal any more than “all the high mountains 
under the whole heaven”—and this latter expression, 
if pressed literally, would include the mountains on the 
moon and on all other heavenly bodies that have 
mountains. We are forced to interpret these expres- 
sions with some limitation. But how much? 

The word “earth,” as is well known, can mean (1) 
the planet Earth, (2) the dry land, (3) a local region 
(even as little as a man’s field, Exod. 23:10), and (4) 
a political or ideal region. The destruction of the 
“earth” in the Flood account obviously does not mean 
the planet, for the planet remained throughout the 
Flood. The intent of Scripture, moreover, is to talk 
about man and not the planet. Hence the intent is not 
violated if we limit the meaning to that portion of the 
world in which God’s punitive action occurred. 

A careful study of Genesis 1—5 will convince us 
that God was concerned with the godly line of Seth, and 
but little interested in the line of Cain which had so 
quickly turned from God to Humanism. In fact, the 
Cainite line seems to be dismissed from the biblical ac- 
count with the summary in chapter 4, and the Adamic 
line is traced only through Seth in chapter 5 (cf. Gen. 
5:1-4). Not all Scripture interpreters will agree that 
the “sons of God” in Genesis 6:2 were Sethites, 
whereas the “daughters of men” were non-Sethites. 
Some understand the “sons of God” to be fallen angels. 
There is good scriptural reason to reject this interpreta- 
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tion, however, in the light of Matthew 22:30, and most 
of the classical Christian commentators have rejected 
this idea. I shall not press this line of argument, how- 
ever, but rather argue that the Flood in Genesis 6—9 
occurred not because of the fall of angels, but because 
of the sin of men. 

I am therefore forced to conclude that “sons of God” 
in this passage refers to the godly or Sethite line. If this 
is the correct interpretation, then the Flood is a judg- 
ment centered upon the godly line. It would then fol- 
low that the Flood needed to be only as extensive as 
the Sethite line. The survivors of the Flood, following 
Genesis 10, would then be the peoples of the Near 
East and the Mediterranean world. Other peoples and 
other races, not being in view in the judgment, were 
not considered in the scriptural account. 

The tenth chapter of Genesis is a magnificent chap- 
ter, and many scholars have written about it. Usually, 
the sons of Noah are taken to be the progenitors of the 
races of mankind. This statement can be found in at- 
lases and encyclopedias. However, which of the three 
is the progenitor of the yellow race? Japheth is cer- 
tainly the father of the peoples of the Iranian and Ana- 
tolian plateaus, the islands of the Aegean, Greece, and 
other parts of Europe. These are all white races. Shem 
is certainly the father of the Semitic peoples of the Fer- 
tile Crescent. These are all white races. Ham is the fa- 
ther of Cush, Egypt, Put, and Canaan (Gen. 10:6)— 
and these are all.white peoples! It is entirely contrary 
to biblical teaching to try to trace the Negro race to 
the curse on Canaan! Some will ask about Cush, us- 
ually taken to be Ethiopia. But according to the an- 
thropological définition of negroid, the Ethiopian is not 
Negro. He has dark skin, even as the people of India— 
and they are Aryans! The simple truth is that we can- 
not find either the Negro or the mongoloid peoples in 
the Table of Nations in Genesis 10. Where did they 
come from? To try to make them later in origin than 
the nations listed in Genesis 10 is utterly impossible. It 
would seem, therefore, that they are simply not in 
view in the Flood story. 


ADAM, NOT NOAH 


Another factor to consider is that Adam, not Noah, 
is the federal head of the race. If we accept Romans 5 
as authoritative we must admit that the Bible traces sin 
and its results to Adam. The race is everywhere 
traced to Adam, and Christ, the incarnate God, is 
called the “second Adam.” Now if the entire race 
could be traced to Noah (i.e., if all other descendants 
of Adam had been wiped out at the time of the 
Flood), it would be equally correct, on occasion, to re- 
fer to the race as “Noah.” This is never done. 
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I admit at once that the sin of Adam can in no way 
be taken as parallel to the sin that must have been 
found in Noah as a member of a fallen race. I concede 
that even if the entire race had been destroyed, ex- 
cepting Noah’s family, we still could not rewrite Ro- 
mans 5 using the name “Noah” instead of “Adam.” 
All I wish to suggest is the fact that the Bible con- 
sistantly traces the race to Adam, and never traces 
the race to Noah. 

Who the “Nephilim” were, I do not know. But I do 
know that they were on the earth before the Flood and 
also after the Flood ("in those days and also after- 
wards,” Gen. 6:4, literal translation; cf. American 
Standard Version). If anyone objects to the literal 
translation of this verse, the statement in Numbers 13: 
33 proves that the Nephilim were on the earth after 
the Flood. They seem clearly to be “men.” 

Now the word “Nephilim” seems to come from the 
Hebrew root npl, meaning “to fall.” Its form is passive, 
suggesting that we are dealing with those whose status 
is described as the result of having fallen or having 
been made to fall. The term could therefore be generic, 
“the fallen ones,” and as such it would not necessarily 


_ have to refer to a continuous line of human beings. 


There were fallen men on earth before the Flood, and 
certainly there were fallen men on earth afterwards. 
The first part of the verse by itself therefore does not 
necessarily prove that some human beings, called 
“Nephilim,” lived through the period of the Flood. 
However, Genesis 6:4 taken in its entirety, including 
the statement, “These were the mighty men of old, the 
men of name, seems to indicate that we are not dealing 
with a generic class (“fallen ones”), but with specific 
people. This opens up the possibility that the Bible 
does not intend to teach a universal Flood. 


DID ALL ANIMALS DIE? 


What I have said about the use of the word “all’ 
with reference to men can also be applied to animals. 
The Flood not only came upon “all men” but even 
upon “birds, cattle, beast, all swarming creatures,”— 
in fact, “everything on the dry land” (Gen. 7:21-23). 

Scientists have often pointed out that animals indig- 
enous to an isolated region (Australia, for example) 
must have been in that region from remote antiquity, 
hence long before any flood in more recent time. I 
shall not discuss the scientific problem here; rather, I 
am now interested only in the scriptural problem. 
Does the Bible teach that all animals (except those in 
the ark) died in the Flood? 

There is a peculiar verse in the Flood account that, in 
my opinion, is not correctly translated in the common 
English versions. The Revised Standard Version en- 
tirely loses the force by dropping out part of the verse. 
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At the end of Genesis 9:10, translated literally, are 
the words, “from all going out of the ark to every beast 
of the earth.” This type of expression is fairly common 
in Hebrew, and constitutes a “universalism.” Expres- 
sions such as, “from the greatest to the least,” and 
“from first to last,” are common, but more unusual 
ones are found as well. One of the most strange is 
“from the prophet to the priest” (Jer. 6:13), meaning 
“both prophet and priest.” 

If I understand Genesis 9:10 correctly, God is in- 
cluding in His covenant with Noah all flesh (or at least, 
all animals), both those going forth from the ark and 
those already in the earth. 

The story of the Tower of Babel (Gen. 11:1-10) is 
popularly understood to refer to all the languages of 
mankind. This is probably due to a naive interpreta- 
tion of verse 1, “the whole earth had one language.” 
We have already seen that such an expression must be 
understood according to the point of view of the 


-speaker or writer—just what did he have in mind? If 


we read chapter 11 together with chapter 10, we real- 
ize that the dispersion of the peoples mentioned in the 
Table of Nations seems to have already taken place. 
These peoples had their own languages, and many of 
these languages can be traced historically. Moreover, 
if we connect the Tower of Babel account with what 
follows, we see that the author is concerned with the 
descendants of Shem. 

Now it is entirely unrealistic to suppose that the peo- 
ples of Genesis 10 had already spread about the Medi- 
terranean and the Near East (cf. Gen. 10:32), with 
one language (11:1), and then an event in the land of 
Shinar caused the languages of all of these distinct 
areas to go through the linguistic shifts necessary to ac- 
count for the great variety we find in them. Once 
again we must suppose that God is now interested only 
in the line of Shem—which is eminently clear in the 
balance of chapter 11—and that the other peoples have 
now dropped out of sight. 

It therefore seems clear to me that the Bible does not 
require the interpretation that the Flood was geograph- 
ically and ethnologically universal. In other words, the 
Bible does not insist upon the belief in a universal 
Flood. And as a corollary, it is therefore not necessary 
to insist upon such an interpretation as an indication of 
“believing the Bible.” 

I do not say that the Bible teaches a local Flood or 
that a universal Flood is impossible. Rather, I main- 
tain that the Bible is quite open to interpretation at 
this point. Its language seems to speak in universality, 
but its details allow the possibility of a Flood quite 
limited in extent. The Bible student should be willing 
to approach the subject for fresh study with great 
humility and openness of mind. 





Camp Meeting 
in Navajo-land 


Take a trip with Author Gordon Fraser 
to a neglected mission field in 
southwestern United States. 


AGE-BRUSH and sand, yucca and scrubby cac- 
“ tus, two sandy ruts apparently going nowhere 
in particular, an occasional lone Indian sheep-herder 
with his nondescript flock of sheep and goats, a pair 
of smaller ruts leading away from the main ruts to 
a speck on the hillside which the practiced eye can 
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Women prepare Navajo stew and fried bread for the noon meals during three-day meeting 


The speaker and a small part of the audience is 
sheltered during the indigenous camp meeting. 


The author is dean of the Southwestern 
School of Missions, Flagstaff, Ariz. 
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identify as an Indian hogan, stark red sandstone mesas 
rising out of the desert—this is Navajo-land. 

We are looking for a native Navajo camp-meeting 
at Sand Springs where one of the students of our 
Indian Bible Institute is a principal speaker. They 
said it was about 85 miles but we have already 
traveled 93 (about 10 miles of it on black top). In the 
last 13 miles we have seen only two Indian hogans 
and one small flock of sheep. Oops! Here’s another 
wash where the thunder storms of a month ago washed 
away the road. We let ourselves down over the rim 
in the newly-made ruts—slowly—slowly—until we 
drop to the bed of the wash, then, with a burst of 
speed we climb the opposite bank in a shower of 
sand. 

In the distance we see the tip of a green tree and 
know that we are approaching a spring, then the 
whole country drops away and we are on the edge 
of a wash that extends possibly three miles with a thin 
line in the middle that indicates the bed of a small 
stream, dry at this season, of course. 

Four pairs of ruts fan out and we take the right- 
hand pair and start down the rim. There, huddled 
under the cliff is our camp meeting, looking not un- 
like a Mongol camp in the Gobi except for the mis- 
sionary’s house trailer and butane tank. 


THREE DAYS LONG 


The morning session has been going on for an 
hour and a half and will continue for another hour. 
It is all in Navajo. Harry Russel, our star student, is 
preaching. He is telling about the Samaritan woman 
in John’s gospel—we studied that in class a few nights 
ago and Harry said he was going to use it this morning. 

Navajo believers love a camp-meeting. They will 
start on a Friday afternoon and continue through 
Sunday evening, at least eight hours each day. They 
stand up or sit on the ground as fancy suits them. 
Dogs and little folks wander in and out unhindered— 
only white folks are bothered about such distractions. 

Their meetings are not pre-arranged. There will 
be much singing—no accompaniment, none is needed. 

There will be testimonies, confessions of backslid- 
ing, more singing, a message of an hour’s duration, 
more singing, more testimonies, an appeal to the un- 
saved and for wanderers to return to the Lord, then a 
hush such as one experiences only out on the desert, 
then the soft strains of “T’aal-tso-go- bi-ke yi-sal-so”, 
(Where He leads me I will follow). The meeting is 
over and each one walks silently away with bowed 
head. 

How about accommodations and food? No prob- 
lem. The women are out there now by the two big 
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pots simmering over the juniper fire. One pot is filled 
with strong black coffee and the other with Navajo 
stew. Recipe? One sheep, cut into hand-holding sized 
chunks, some potatoes and chunks of squash, or any- 
thing else that comes to hand, all boiled ‘together 
until the meat is tender—smells good, too, especially 
if you are over 100 miles from a restaurant as we are. 

The women are making fried bread, a Navajo 
specialty. The women have an interesting way of 
flipping wads of dough from hand to hand until they 
have a disc just the right size and thickness. When 
they are just the size of the big frying pan they drop 
them in and sizzle them in hot mutton fat. You use 
them to dip up the juice of the mutton stew. 

For sleeping quarters they will just roll up in their 
blankets under their wagons or in the bed of their 
pick-up truck. A few will wander off with folks who 
live nearby and will share their hogans for the night. 

These simple children of the desert and mountain, 
who have tasted of the grace of God, would have a 
hard time understanding our discussions of the in- 
digenous church, but here it is in action, without ben- 
efit of white missionaries, practiced by folks scarcely 
a decade out of raw paganism. 
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The London Times’ personal column is famed for strange messages. 
Recently (Nov. 25, 1959), there were two ads with different reply 
addresses which are startling when considered together. The one 
says, “Wanted an authentic jeweled Royal Crown, having value 
quarter million pounds or more.” The other ad read, “Wanted 
urgently, quarter million farthings for demonstration purposes.” 
There is a great difference between $700,000 and up, offered for 
a crown and 250,000 little copper coins worth a total of about 
$730.00. Not many people are likely to have either of these two 
commodities lying around in their attics. The first ad may be from 
an Indian prince wanting a crown for his rahnee and the second may 
be from an advertising agency with a gimmick. Or they may be code 
communications for some dire plot. But at all events the Christian 
has a crown which he is in danger of losing if he pays too much 
attention to the farthing things of life. Christ has said, “I am 
coming soon; hold fast what you have, so that no one may seize 
your crown” (Rev. 3:11). 
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How the Lord 
Looked at Scripture 


Authority of Scripture—How did Jesus regard the Old Testament? By DONALD GREY BARNHOUSE 


OME PEOPLE say that we should not elevate the 
Scriptures above Jesus. We must get back of the 
Bible to Christ Himself, they say. 

This argument sounds pious and valid, but when we 
go under the surface, we learn how faulty it is. Our 
true bond of fellowship, we admit at once, is in Jesus 
Christ Himself. But what do we know about Jesus 
Christ? Only what we find in the Bible. How do we 
know Jesus Christ? Only through the Bible, the Word 
of God. How do we know that our experience of 
Jesus Christ is not self-hypnosis? Only because we 
have the Bible to test our spiritual experiences. 

The appeal to the authority of Christ rather than 
the Bible is quite superficial. Sometimes it is merely 
an attempt to deceive. These people are not really 
seeking to exalt the Lord Jesus Christ; they are seek- 
ing to tear down the authority of the Bible, and honest 
souls who truly love the Lord are sometimes deceived 
by this appeal from the written Word to the living 
Word. They do not perceive the trick that is being 
played on them. They do not understand that Christ 
so identified Himself with the Scriptures that it is im- 
possible to touch one without touching the other. A 
higher concept of Christ must necessarily give us a 
higher concept of the Bible, and vice versa. 

Let us find out from the Bible exactly what Jesus 
Christ thought about it. We read in Hebrews 10, 
“When Christ came into the world, he said, ‘Sacrifices 
and offerings thou hast not desired, but a body hast 
thou prepared for me. . . Then I said, “Lo, I have 
come to do they will, O God,” as it is written of me in 
the roll of the book’ ” (vs. 5-7). Here the Lord Jesus 
states that His incarnation was prophesied in the Old 
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Testament. “In the roll of the book it is written of me.” 
It is highly significant that Christ began His incarnation 
by linking it to the Old Testament. Having written the 
Old Testament through chosen men, He now comes to 
fulfill what He had foretold concerning Himself. During 
His life on earth He never spoke, acted, or thought 
apart from the written prophecies which He gave con- 
cerning His life on earth. Before He left the earth He 
established similar authority for the New Testament. 

At the start of His ministry, after the Father’s ac- 
knowledgment of Him at His baptism, Christ was 
led into the wilderness to be tempted by Satan. No- 
where does the Bible more clearly set forth the at- 
titude of the Savior toward the Word of God than in 
this episode. ‘ 

Look for a moment at the three temptations. Having 
fasted for 40 days our Lord was hungry. Satan came 
to Him with the first temptation: “Because you are 
the Son of God, command that these stones be made 
bread” (Matt. 4:3). There was no doubt in Satan’s 
mind as to the nature and person of the Lord Jesus. 
We could paraphrase the temptation by stating it in 
this way: “Do not overcome me in Your humanity; 
overcome me by the power of Your deity.” From 
the day that he abandoned the perfection in which 
he was created (Ezek. 28:15), Satan had boasted 
about his power and might. Here he was about to be 
defeated, so he wanted his defeat to be by the direct 
power of Christ as the Lord God Almighty, not by 
Him as man, lower than the angels. 

To illustrate: Suppose a man has angered a group 
of men who are standing with the world’s champion 
heavyweight boxer. One man says, “You are going 
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to get a black eye!” The offender says, “Well, if I am 
to receive a black eye, please let the world’s champion 
give it to me. I can at least boast about that!” But 
they reply, “No, you will get it from the water boy, 
who is the weakest one here.” 

So Jesus Christ, made lower than the angels, was 
to inflict ignominious defeat upon the most powerful 
of all created beings. How did He do it? From 
Deuteronomy Christ answered Satan, “It is written, 
‘Man shall not live by bread alone, but by every word 
that proceeds from the mouth of God’” (Matt. 4:4). 
No wonder Satan hates the books of Moses and does 
all he can to bring them into disrepute! Christ wielded 
the Sword of the Spirit, and the flashing power of the 
Word of God inflicted the first wound on Satan. 

The enemy immediately hurled himself into one 
possible loophole. He answered, in effect: “This is 
wonderful! Yes, we are to live by the Word of God! 
Now I am quite a Bible student, and I have a verse 
for you to live by. It is written in the Psalms, ‘He 
will give his angels charge of you to guard you in 
all your ways. On their hands they will bear you up, 
lest you dash your foot against a stone’ (Ps. 91:11, 
12). Now this is what God wants. Live by faith! 
Live by faith!” : 

It was the temptation to -fanaticism, to pluck one 
verse out of the Bible and use it to destroy main 
themes of Bible teaching. This passage shows that 
Satan knows how to quote Scripture for his ends, and 
that no Scripture can be understood by itself but must 
be balanced with the whole of the Word of God. But 
the Lord Jesus had the power of discernment—the 
ability to test ideas by the Word of God. To meet this 
second temptation He quoted further from the Book 
of Deuteronomy: “It is written again, You shall not 
tempt the Lord your God” (Matt. 4:7). By this 
time Satan was deeply wounded. He knew that sub- 
terfuge was useless. 


SATAN’S THIRD TRY 


On his third try, Satan approached Christ without 
pretense. Not.even the devil can remain a hypocrite 
before Christ, and his third temptation is a craven bid 
for recognition. Paraphrased it would be, “All right. 
I accept the fact that You are God and that You are 
going to win this battle. But I can fix it so that You 
will not have to go to the cross and die in order to 
achieve Your purpose. There before us lie all the 
kingdoms of the earth, with their power and their 
glory. These were given to me, as You well know, 
when I was first created to hold all authority for 
God. I am willing to give them back to You and 
withdraw from the struggle forever. All that I desire 
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is that You admit, just once, that I am wonderful, 
that I am beautiful, that I am wise, and that I am 
worthy of worship.” 

Never was this cringing, slavering creature more 
despicable. Christ ended the scene by plunging the 
Sword into the hilt with one last quotation from 
Deuteronomy. “Begone, Satan! for it is written, 
You shall worship the Lord your God and him only 
shall you serve” (Matt. 4:10). What light our text 
sheds on the mind of Christ! “It is written . . .” “It 
is written . . .” That was enough. Victory was won 
by wielding the Word of God, “living and power- 
ful, sharper than any two-edged sword” (Heb. 
4:12). 


ISAIAH 61 


Immediately after the temptation, “Jesus returned 
in the power of the Spirit into Galilee. And he came 
to Nazareth, where he had been brought up” (Luke 
4:16). He is about to begin His public ministry. This 
scene antedates even the Sermon on the Mount. He 
was in His home town. As His custom was, He went 
to the synagogue on the Sabbath day. They handed 
Him the roll of the prophet Isaiah, and He read from 
what we now call the 61st chapter. “He opened the 
book, and found the place where it was written, “The 
Spirit of the Lord is upon me, because he has anointed 
me to preach good news to the poor. He has sent 
me to proclaim release to the captives and re- 
covering of sight to the blind, to set at liberty those 
who are oppressed, to proclaim the acceptable year 
of the Lord.’” (Luke 4:18). He rolled up the scroll, 
gave it back to the attendant, and sat down in the 
place of the teacher. He was about to make His first 
public utterance. He had said nothing at His baptism, 
and His contest with Satan was private. His words at 
the marriage of Cana were addressed to His mother 
and His disciples. But here He assumes the place of 
the teacher. “The eyes of all in the synagogue were 
fixed on him.” “And he began to say to them, “Today 
this scripture has been fulfilled in your hearing’” 
(Luke 4:21). 


We cannot overestimate the importance of this state- . 


ment, for He was declaring, “I am the Messiah. I am 
the object of the Old Testament prophecies. Isaiah 
wrote about me. What you see and hear today is the 
fulfilling of the Word of God. It is written . . . and now 
it is being fulfilled.” This one sentence deals a death 
blow to the theological claims that Jesus was merely 
a human being with what the liberals call “a dawning 
Messianic consciousness.” His deity was present in 
His humanity from the first moment of His earthly 
life. He came into the world crying in tones that were 
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heard by the Father in Heaven. He never was un- 
aware of His deity. He was never unaware that He 
had written the Old Testament, and that it was all 
about Himself. Knowing that He was the object of 
its prophecies, He could wield it with all the force of 
His own spoken word. 

In the light of this, it is not astonishing that the Lord 
Jesus based all His teaching on what He had pre- 
viously caused to be written. The smallest letter of 
the Hebrew alphabet is yod; the smallest serif is a 
tittle, a minute flourish that distinguishes one Hebrew 
letter from another, such as the difference between a 
beth and a caph. The reader can see the difference by 
comparing the two Hebrew letters which are printed 
in most King James Bibles in the 119th Psalm before 
the 9th and 81st verses. The Lord Jesus Christ stated 
that not a jot or a tittle would pass from the law until 
all was accomplished (Matt. 5:18). 


THE SADDUCEES’ TRAP 


Even more astonishing than these statements about 
the finality of the divine revelation in the Bible is 
the manner in which Christ appealed to the Old Tes- 
tament as the basis for all truth and the solution of 
all spiritual problems. For example, one day some 
Sadducees tried to trap Him. These men prided them- 
selves on their philosophy. They did not believe in a 
spirit world; they denied both the existence of angels 
and the fact of the resurrection. For our purpose here 
we need only note His reply! “You are wrong, because 
you know neither the Scriptures nor the power of 
God. . . . As for the resurrection of the dead, have 
you not read what was said unto you by God: ‘I am 
the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacob’? He is not God of the dead, but of the 
living. And when the crowd heard it, they were 
astonished at His teaching” (Matt. 22:29-33). 

Well might the crowd be astonished! Christ was 
basing the truth of the resurrection of the body and of 
life after death on the difference between the present 
and the past tenses of a verb in the Book of Exodus. 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob had been dead for several 
hundred years before God met Moses at the burning 
bush, and yet God said to Moses, “I am the God of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob.” If they had not been 
alive at the time God would have said, “I was the 
God of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob.” 

On another occasion, Jesus flatly stated that nobody 
would ever believe Him if that person did not first of 
all believe the writings of Moses. Christ had healed 
the man at the pool of Bethesda (John 5:8, 9), and 
had declared Himself to be the giver of eternal life 
(v. 21), the ultimate Judge (v. 22), the possessor of 
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life in Himself (v. 26), the One who is to raise the 
dead (v. 28, 29). When His enemies sought to kill 
Him (v. 18), Jesus said to them, “You search the 
scriptures, because you think that in them you have 
eternal life; and it is they who bear witness to me; 
yet you refuse to come to me that you may have 
life. . . . Do not think that I shall accuse you to the 
Father; it is Moses who accuses you, on whom you 
set your hope. If you believed Moses, you would be- 
lieve me, for he wrote of me. But if you do not believe 
his writings, how will you believe my words?” (vs. 39, 
40; 45-47). Any honest reader must admit that Christ 
believed that Moses wrote the five books of the law, 
and that anyone who did not believe the writings of 
Moses would never believe Christ’s own words. This 
is one of the most significant passages in the literature 
of theology, for it explains why Satan inspires men 
to hate the first five books of the Bible. He knows 
that if he destroys faith in the writings of Moses, he 


- has destroyed faith in the word of the Lord Jesus 


Christ. 

We move now to the scene of the crucifixion. 
Christ on the cross was not slowly expiring but had 
complete command of the situation. There He was, 
separated from the Father while taking upon Himself 
the penalty for our sins. While thus reigning from the 
cross, He quoted from Psalm 22. “My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” Only one prophecy in 
the Psalms remained to be fulfilled: “For my thirst 
they gave me vinegar to drink” (Ps. 69:21). John 
describes the moment on the cross when this verse 
came to the orderly mind of the Son of God. “After

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HROUGHOUT more than 1900 years the 

world has prepared, as now, to celebrate 
the most significant birth in all history. This 
was the Child whom the prophets foretold, 
whom the angelic hosts heralded, whom the 
shepherds and the Wise Men came to see, and 
to whom mankind has since bowed in homage 
as to none other. The birth of this child left 
history in two, so that every date before and 
after now bears the label B.C. or A.D. 

How easily man stumbles over the lesser 
miracles and fails to see that in Christmas he 
confronts the Himalayas of wonders. The ma- 
jor premise of Christmas is that the eternal 
God, who made the heavens and the earth, has 
become incarnate in this laboring man of a 
despised people. How strange that in coming 
to earth, God should have elected to appear 
in the form of one who would be scorned and 
rejected and at last shamefully crucified on a 
cross. 

The alternative to this is equally perplexing. 
If the birth in Bethlehem were but another 
ordinary event and the matchless life of Jesus 
merely another in the long parade of human 
idealists, how will we explain away 1900 years 
of Christendom, a power which has unloosed 
unparalleled resources for human betterment 
throughout these centuries? To interpret this 
in human terms or naturalistic phenomena is 
as absurd and incredible as to assert that Jesus 
was God. Absurd or not, millions of people in 
all generations have confessed the faith of the 
poet’s words:

I know not how that Bethlehem’s Babe 
Could in the Godhead be. 

I only know the Manger Child 

Has brought God’s life to me. 


Thirty-three years after this Bethlehem 
night, Jesus stood before Pontius Pilate in the 
Roman judgment hall. Pilate asked Him, “Art 
thou a king then?” 

Jesus’ reply was the answer of a madman 
or God: Yes, I am a king; but my kingdom 
is not of this world. But I am a king. To this 
end have I been born, and to this end am [I 
come into the world. 

Year after year you and I have taken 
Christmas quite in our strides. Its totally 
unique and preposterous origin is likely to es- 
cape us. Try transporting yourself back to 
Jerusalem. Imagine that you are hearing for 
the first time this claim of a quiet peasant from 
a northern village. He declares that He is God, 
the King of all kings, the Lord of all lords. To 
Pilate it sounded like a simpleton’s drivel; to 
the high priest it seemed sheer blasphemy. To 
stop Him from stirring up the rabble into some 
new folly, they quietly put Him to death. 


TRUTH DOESN’T CHANGE 


By all standards of statesmanship the matter 
should have stopped there. In modern times 
a gas chamber or a Siberian exile puts an end 
to fanatics. But the kingship of Christ did not 
burst as a bubble at three o’clock that Friday 
on Golgotha’s hill. An Easter resurrection and 
a Pentecost rocketed His claim out into the 
years. And today, although we live in a space 
age, the claim of Christ to rulership is as tor- 
menting and tantalizing as it ever was. The 
years have not been able to shake Him. He 
constantly intrudes His claim into your heart 
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and mine. If we disavow Him, we are left 
haunted by a sense of emptiness or of shame 
worse than if we had trampled upon our flag. 

As we ponder Christ’s claim to kingship, let 
us fix clearly in our minds what such rulership 
implies. A man becomes a president by elec- 
tion; he becomes a dictator by revolution; but 
a king is king by birth. Christ’s rulership of 
earth is not conditioned upon a majority vote. 
If every person on earth these 1900 years 
should have disclaimed Him, that would not 
affect in the least the validity of His claim. If 
we should today vote unanimously that the 
sun should no longer be the sun, the sun would 
continue to shine as tranquilly after our vote as 
before. If we should all agree that hereafter two 
plus two should equal five and not four, our 
agreement notwithstanding, two plus two would 
go on equalling four. We do not change truth; 
truth changes us, depending on whether we 
adhere to it or not. Whether we adore Christ 
or despise Him does not change His status. It 
is our own status that is changed. To disobey 
this King does not dethrone the King; it only 
makes the dethroner a rebel. If all the world 
should plunge on in its selfish and chaotic way, 
heedless of Christ its King, the world could at 
last lie in utter ruin, all life destroyed, but 
Christ would remain as much a King as ever. 
We who make presidents and governors and 
senators by our vote can well remember that 
our franchise does not extend to the heavens. 
Christ remains the King of the nations, what- 
ever course the nations may take. 


HIS USE OF POWER 


If He should deign to offer any credentials, 
which obviously He need not do, the use that 
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He makes of His power ought to reassure us. 
He used His limitless power to go to a cross 
for the sins of the world. Most of us misunder- 
stand the inner nature of power. We imagine 
that to the degree that we possess power, to 
that degree can we become independent, and 
in this independence separate ourselves from 
others. The precise contrary is the case. If you 
are strong, your strength is for others to lean 


“on. The fact that you have strength puts you 


in debt to everyone who is weak. Jesus Christ 
claimed all power in heaven and earth, and He 
went unflinchingly on to the inevitable conse- 
quence of wielding such power. He who was 
King of all became the Servant and Savior of all. 

He came to this earth a child in a Behlehem 
stable. He grew up in the home of a carpenter. 
He taught under the open sky along the shore 
of a lake. People heard him gladly because 
His words carried the authority of truth and of 
love. It took a resurrection and the outpouring 
of the Spirit to open their eyes to His power 
and glory, the glory as of the only begotten of 
the Father. But their eyes once opened, they 
became the tireless apostles of the glad, good 
news. God had visited His people with salva- 
tion! The doors of heaven were opened! Man 
could live with God. He could be forgiven and 
restored! All the enterprises of earth became 
the stage for a mission in which love was 
joined with power to remake the world. 

Christmas becomes at once past, present 
and future. He who came to redeem the world 
is with us still, entering hearts that will open 
to Him to bestow strange comfort and courage, 
moving quietly through time and powerfully 
through the events of history. And at last He 
will come in glory to give humanity a new 
heaven and a new earth.

LTHOUGH Jesus knew that Lazarus was near death, 
he did not hasten to Bethany. Instead, he pur- 
posely waited until Lazarus died. “So when he heard 
that he was ill, he stayed two days longer in the place 
where he was” (John 11:6). There is no doubt but that 
Jesus purposely waited, for if he had wanted to save 
Lazarus, he certainly could have done so. On some 
occasions he merely spoke and the sick were cured. 
Jesus’ delay points up a delicate moral issue. We 
believe that if a physician purposely withheld medicine 
until his patient died, he would be charged with der- 
eliction of duty. Was Jesus exempt from standards that 
bind upright men in society? 

The issue is delicate because it touches a problem 
that has haunted men from the very dawn of culture. 
This is the problem of evil. If God is able to deliver us 
from suffering, why do we suffer so much? Is God 
exempt from standards that bind upright men in 
society? 

The problem of evil has shattered the faith of many. 
Darwin said he could not believe in a personal God 
because “there seems to me too much misery in the 
world.” Nature and man are often in moral disagree- 
ment. “In sober truth,” cries John Stuart Mill, “nearly

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all the things which men are hanged or imprisoned for 
doing to one another, are nature’s every day per- 
formances. Killing, the most criminal act recognized 
by human laws, Nature does once to every being that 
lives; and in a large proportion of cases, after pro- 
tracted tortures such as only the greatest monsters 
whom we read of ever purposely inflicted on their 
living fellow-creatures. . . . Nature impales men, breaks 
them as if on the wheel, casts them to be devoured by 
wild beasts, burns them to death, crushes them with 
stones like the first Christian martyr, starves them with 
hunger, freezes them with cold, poisons them by the 
quick or slow venom of her exhalations, and has 
hundreds of other hideous deaths in reserve, such as 
the ingenious cruelty of a Nabis or a Domitian never 
surpassed. All this, Nature does with the most super- 
cilious disregard both of mercy and of justice, empty- 
ing her shafts upon the best and noblest indifferently 
with the meanest and worst; those who are engaged 
in the highest and worthiest enterprises, and often as 
the direct consequence of the noblest acts; and it might 
almost be imagined as a punishment for them.” 

Even men of faith have been baffled by the problem 
of evil. Cried Jeremiah, “Righteous art thou, O Lord, 
when I complain to thee; yet I would plead my case 
before thee. Why does the way of the wicked prosper? 
Why do all who are treacherous thrive?” (12:1). 
Cried the Psalmist, “For I was envious of the arrogant, 
when I saw the prosperity of the wicked. For they 
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have no pangs; their bodies are sound and sleek. They 
are not in trouble as other men are; they are not 
stricken like other men” (73:3-5). 

Concern for the problem of evil is not necessarily a 
sign of unbelief. Rather, it may be a sign that a person 
is trying to earn his right to believe. Cheap faith 
either does not see the problem of evil, or it sees it 
but makes nothing of it. Hardness of heart is the 
father of cheap faith, for who can learn that a child 
has been born blind, or that a tornado has ripped 
through a sleeping village, without wondering why 
God allows such frightful things to happen? 

Since God is a God of mercy, he is willing to hold 
conversation with those who want to believe but 
who have difficulty believing. For example, Habakkuk 
shows a holy boldness when he brings the problem of 
evil to God’s attention. “Thou who art of purer eyes 
than to behold evil and canst not look on wrong, why 
dost thou look on faithless men, and art silent when 
the wicked swallows up the man more righteous than 
he?” (1:13). Habakkuk is a troubled child, not a cal- 
culating skeptic. God patiently listens to his complaint. 

Job took hold of the problem of evil, and he would 
not let go until he found a reason for his suffering. 
“God has made my heart faint; the Almighty has ter- 
rified me; for I am hemmed in by darkness, and thick 
darkness covers my face” (23:16-17). The darkness 
was so impenetrable that Job was ready to parley 
with God. “Oh, that I knew where I might find him, 
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that I might come even to his seat! I would lay my 
case before him and fill my mouth with arguments. 
I would learn what he would answer me, and under- 
stand what he would say to me” (23:3-4). Since Job 
was not always careful to respect the majesty of God, 
he incurred discipline. But God dealt with him as a 
child needing correction, not as a criminal deserving 
punishment. 

Although many approaches to the problem of evil 
have been devised, only four have stood the test of 
time: (1) we despair of a solution and become 
skeptics; (2) we ‘say that good and evil form an 
eternal dualism; (3) we postulate a pantheism in 
which evil is either an illusion or an instrumental 
good; (4) we rest in the sovereignty of God. The first 
possibilities—skepticism and dualism—do not com- 
mend themselves to the heart, for they destroy the 
very possibility of hope. Skepticism has no assurance 
that life will end happily, while dualism says that the 
conflict between good and evil will continue forever. 
How, then, can a pious heart have hope? 

On the other hand, faith in the sovereignty of God 
seems to leave the present conflict between good and 
evil unexplained. If God is all-good and all-powerful, 
why did he create this kind of a world in the first 
place? For these and other reasons pantheism has 
commended itself to the minds of many. 

Christian Science is a popular form of pantheism. 
It starts with the major premise that God is all in all. 
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From this it deduces the conclusion that evil has no 
reality. Evil is an illusion of the material sense, and a 
prudent man ought to regard it as such. 

This argument sounds plausible, but in truth it is a 
tissue of fallacies. In all the world there is nothing 
more real than pain. The experience of a crushed 
finger enters consciousness with a force surpassing 
that of Euclid’s geometry. Now, if we cannot trust 
our senses when we suffer pain, how much less can we 
trust them when Christian Science says that pain is 
an illusion? Not only is the suffering much more 
vivid than the lecture on Chtistian Science, but the 
lecture is conveyed to the mind through the very 
channels of sense-perception that Christian Science 
says we cannot trust. The position refutes itself. 

Philosophical pantheism views the universe as either 
an emanation from God, or as God considered under 
various modal aspects. But both possibilities are un- 
acceptable, and every child knows why. If God and 
the universe are the same thing, then human beings 
are not human beings at all. They are aspects of 
God. But this is false. Human beings are sinners, and 
sin has no place in the divine being. 


IS THE UNIVERSE FRIENDLY? 


Spinoza argued that we have no right to believe that 
the universe is friendly to human values. He defined 
the universe as a vast order of necessary being, some- 
thing like a huge triangle. 

This is all well and good, but just try telling it to a 
child. A child knows that if nature is like a huge tri- 
angle, then Spinoza himself is part of this triangle. Ih 
this case Spinoza is not free to go for a walk, let alone 
draw up a system of pantheism. Triangles are gov- 
erned by the laws of geometry. They have no power 
of contrary choice. 

Leibnitz dismissed pantheism, but his own approach 
to the problem of evil was no more fruitful. After 
acknowledging the reality of evil in the world, he then 
went on to say that evil is a necessary element in the 
best of all possible worlds. Evil is an instrumental 
good; it promotes a system of divine justice. Leibnitz 
called this system a “theodicy.” 

Voltaire attacked the theodicy in his brilliant satire 
Candide. And since his attack was cast in the form of 
man’s dramatic conflict between good and evil, lic 
unwittingly drew on the convictions of the heart: His 
readers identified themselves with the hero. This is 
why Voltaire was so devastating. No child could be- 
lieve that the Lisbon earthquake was an example of 
distributive justice. Why did the people of Lisbon 
suffer, when others, equally undeserving, were spared? 
God may have permitted the earthquake for reasons 
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that we cannot name. But this is far different from 
saying that the catastrophe promoted justice in the 
world. 

On several occasions Jesus reminded his disciples 
that God’s ways are not our ways, nor his thoughts 
our thoughts. He said that the Tower of Siloam did 
not fall on those who were greater sinners than 
others (Luke 13:4-5). This is convincing evidence 
that we cannot solve the problem of evil on the single 
principle of theodicy. There is mystery itt Providence. 

Again, when Jesus’ disciples inquired about the 
man born blind, they were told that “It was not that 
this man sinned, or his parents, but that the works 
of God might be manifest in him” (John 9:3). Here 
is more mystery. 

A pious heart is ready to accept mystery, for we 
are men and not God. Neither science nor philosophy 
can penetrate the reasons for Providence. Unless God 
tells us why he made this world, we shall go to our 
graves in ignorance. 

What, then, is the resolution? The resolution is that 
we sHould walk humbly before God. As long as we 
live meek and thankful lives, God will give us signs 
that we count. The resulting joy will deliver us from 
an excessive preoccupation with the problem of evil. 
And even more, the elements of mystery in Providence 
will provoke a sense of pleasure in our heart, for 
they will serve as daily reminders that our lives are 
ordered by sovereign wisdom. If God is for us, who 
can be against us? 

Voltaire successfully refuted Leibnitz, but he did 
little to solve the problem of evil, let alone give us a 
reason for our hope. He exhausted his talents on the 
easy business of destruction. He not only ridiculed 
the theodicy, but he ridiculed the very idea of Provi- 
dence itself. He treated virtue and vice with con- 
temptuous indifference. In his zeal to refute a spurious 
system of justice, he sealed off the doorway to the 
kingdom of heaven; for if we cannot rest in the power 
and wisdom of God, we are undone. We are defense- 
less against senility and death. 

As we reflect on the problem of evil, one important 
observation must be made. When it comes to it, the 
convictions of the heart ask no more than the final 
triumph of goodness. We establish this by noting the 
mannér in which a child judges the conflict between 
good and evil in a fairy tale. The convictions of the 
heart do not rebel until it appears that good people 
are defeated. A child cannot accept such a defeat, for 
it implies his own defeat. He knows that if good peo- 
ple do not count, then he does not count; and his 
heart will have none of that. The kingdom of love is a 
kingdom of order, not confusion.

THE BEATITUDES IV—Of all the Beatitudes, this seems the unlikeliest to be true in today’s world. 


N HIS stimulating book, The Hidden Persuaders, 
Vance Packard casts a penetrating light on the 
inner thoughts, fears and dreams of modern Ameri- 
cans. He exposes the techniques of the shock troops 
of the advertising world. The book is an informative 
and amusing essay in social behavior. But it is more. 
It is a bold and uninhibited statement of the essential 
urge within us all after self-assertion. 

Vast sums have been spent during the past decade 
to influence the purchasing habits of men and women. 
Indeed, some cosmetic firms have been spending a 
fourth of their income on advertising and promotion. 
But in doing so—and here is the nub of the whole 
matter—the play is all on ego-gratification. 

The true salesman does not merely sell products. He 
first of all markets man’s hidden needs, things like 
emotional security, reassurance of worth, ego-gratifi- 
cation, creative outlets, love objects, and a sense of 
power. Then to the self-image he speaks. The product 
he offers is presented only as a means of greater 
self-realization. By such ingenious means, consumers’ 
resistance or, as it is sometimes more technically 
phrased, the “operators’ hostility,” is eased away. 
“Manufacturers eyeing profits,” says a great advertising 
agency, “must explore to the fullest the psychological 
ways and means of tapping the hidden motives after 
self-appreciation and self-display.” 

But Jesus said, “Blessed are the meek.” And with 
such a word we find ourselves in another universe 
completely.

“A fairly accurate description of the human race,” 
writes A.W. Tozer in The Pursuit of God, “might 
be furnished one unacquainted with it by taking the 
Beatitudes, turning them wrong side out and saying, 
‘Here is your human race.’ For the exact opposite of 
the virtues in the Beatitudes are the very qualities 
which distinguish human life and conduct.” 

How true that is! Our world is a world of arrogance 
and pride. Our daily press is full of the records of 
injustice, quarrels, and crimes. The story of history 
is the story of war. The 20th century has seen some 
of the most militant attempts ever made to create a 
master race. The most likely to survive in a world 
like ours is the aggressive, heavy-handed, hardfisted, 
self-assertive man. 

Yet still Christ speaks His insistent and categorical 
word: “Blessed are the meek, for they—and they 
alone—shall inherit the earth.” 

Could anything more clearly demonstrate the ab- 
solute originality of Christianity? Our Lord asserts 
that world dominion will not be given to the swift 
and to the strong, but to the meek. Man’s popular 
ideals are absolutely wrong. 

Again and again the Beatitudes remind us that the 
Christian is a man completely different from the 
world. He is a totally new creation. He just doesn’t 
conform. His ideals are different. His motives are 
different. His entire way of life is different. The 
Christian is wholly other from the rest of men for he 
has been “born of the Spirit of God.” It is this which 
makes him such an enigma to his generation. He has 
been born again. He is a child of God. His citizenship 
is in heaven. Therefore he is different. 



















Since the Beatitudes are our Lord’s portrait of the 
Christian man, all the surprising elements which He 
lists ought to be found in every child of God. We do 
not have here some characteristics of some excep- 
tional Christians. On the contrary. All these elements 
are meant to be observable in all servants of the 
Lord. Indeed, a careful study of the beatitudes 
clearly reveals an inevitability of logical progression. 
The Christian life begins in (1) poverty of spirit, 
(2) develops in the sorrow of true repentance, and 
(3) evidences itself in an attitude of meekness to- 


ward God. These, our Lord declares, are the founda- ' 


tional factors of all righteous living. Without such 
graces it is impossible to please God or to enter into 
blessedness. 

But what is meekness? Where can it be found? Very 
wonderful promises are offered to the meek. “They 
shall inherit the earth,” our Lord says. Without this 
grace no one will ever enter the kingdom of heaven. 
What is it? What effect does it have? What profit is 
there in it? 


HOW TO BECOME MEEK 


First of all, meekness is a fruit of the Spirit (Gal. 
5:22, 23), according to Paul’s great catalog of virtues. 
In other words, no man can be truly meek who does 
not share the life of the Holy Ghost. 

Meekness is not a natural grace; it is not something 
constitutional. It is rather an expression of the life of 
Christ through the power of the Spirit of Christ. We 
must remember this; for there is a natural gentleness 
or mildness in some men to which the name of meek- 
ness has been applied. It was thus the ancient Greeks 
thought of it. Aristotle regarded meekness as the 
golden mean between excessive anger and excessive 
angerlessness. In this light, meekness is robbed of all 
its standing as a positive virtue. It becomes a trait 
of character which appears only when two faults aré 
properly balanced, a mere synonym for equanimity, 
composure, niceness, or even weakness. With this kind 
of thing, however, the Bible has nothing to do. 

The spirit of meekness which the Holy Ghost im- 
parts is a truly evangelical grace. It is the hallmark 
of the twice-born and the surest sign of absolute sur- 
render. The meek man has accepted the divine verdict 
on his life. He knows himself to be absolutely bank- 
rupt before God. Because of this he sorrows and is 
truly penitent and is prepared to submit himself to 
whatever God proposes and provides. This is meek- 
ness. 

“The Scriptural meekness,” writes Archbishop 
Trench in his Synonyms of the New Testament, “is 
not in a man’s outward behavior only; nor yet in his 


relations to his fellow men; as little in his mere 
natural disposition. Rather is it an inwrought grace 
of the soul; and the exercises of it are first and 
chiefly towards God. It is that temper of spirit in 
which we accept His dealings with us as good, and 
therefore without disputing or resisting.” In Ephesians 
Paul links meekness with lowliness and in doing so 
expresses the inner essence of meekness. For only 
the lowly heart is truly meek. Meekness is therefore 
God’s gift, the fruit of the Spirit, the life of Christ 
within the soul of man. 


WHAT THE BIBLE SAYS 


All this becomes still more evident when some of 
the great Old Testament promises to the meek are 
studied. “The Lord hath anointed me to preach good 
tidings unto the meek” (Isa. 61:1), says the prophet. 
It is the meek who have surrendered to the authority 
of God’s law and are therefore ready to receive salva- 
tion. David declares: “The Lord taketh pleasure in 
His people: He will beautify the meek with salva- 
tion” (Ps. 149:4). Here is the same emphasis. God’s 
salvation is given to the meek. Zephaniah calls to his 
generation: “Seek ye thé Lord, all ye meek of the 
earth: seek righteousness, seek meekness” (Zeph. 2: 
3). Other precious words make the same emphasis. 
“The meek also shall increase their joy in the Lord” 
(Isa. 29:19), “The meek shall eat and be satisfied” 
(Ps. 21:26), “The meek will He guide in judgment: 
and the meek will He teach His way.” (Ps. 25:9). 
Always the point of accent is the same. Meekness 
is yieldedness to God, submissiveness to His will, 
preparedness to accept whatever He may give, and 
readiness to take the lowest place. And when God 
finds this spirit, He says: “To this man will I look, 
even to him that is poor and of a contrite spirit, 
and trembleth at My word” (Isa. 66:2). With such a 
man God dwells and blesses him with the blessedness 
of His peace. 


“Still to the lowly soul 
He doth Himself impart, 

And for His cradle and His throne 
Chooseth the pure in heart.” 


Meekness is therefore the only way to life. It is the 
spirit of meekness that gives place to God and makes 
it possible for Him to save. Meekness is acceptance 
of God’s plan of salvation. Meekness means the end 
of trying to save one’s self and the beginning of trust- 
ing in Christ alone as Savior. Such meekness is hard 
to find, for it is dearly bought. But it is the way to 
everlasting life. 

But what effect does meekness have? 
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restrain the violent and the hasty temper. The ir- 
ritation may be most keenly felt; the temptation to 
retaliate may be very strong; but love keeps the upper 
hand and imposes discipline and self-restraint.” 

Now this is really the epitome of moral strength. 
Meekness is not weakness. Meekness is spiritual vic- 
tory. It is spiritual power. It is the expression of a 
love which is not easily provoked. The meek man 
has fought and won the battle against himself and is 
eager only to know more of Jesus who in calling men 
to Himself said: “I am meek and lowly in heart.” 

Then, too, the meek man has power with men. 
The glittering records of the men of faith in Hebrews 
11 are all a revelation of the power of meckness. 
Moses was the most meek man on the face of the 
earth. Yet he molded nations and influenced the des- 
tinies of empires. Abraham, the father of the faithful, 
is a perfect pattern of Christian meekness, and he 
too altered the course of history. Daniel, a man of 
gigantic intellect, is disciplined by his God into the 
spirit of lowliness and absolute surrender; yet with 
the authority of God he spoke to his generation and 
brought kings to listen at his feet. Meekness is power, 
a power intangible yet irresistible. And supremely, of 
course, we see this power in our Lord. He was “in 
the form of God,” yet “He made Himself of no reputa- 
tion.” This is perfect meekness. Yet to His side He 
draws the multitudes from north and south and east 
and west. “Come unto Me all ye that labour and 
are heavy laden and I will give you rest. Take My 
yoke upon you and learn of Me for I am meek and 
lowly in heart and ye shall find rest unto your souls.” 

This is the power of meekness. It is the power of 
the Holy Ghost. And to share this power is blessedness

Congo: It Will Never Be the Same Again 


SIX MONTHS ago, the Congo was served by more than 
1,000 U. S. missionaries, a total topped only by India’s 
1,800 and Japan’s 1,500 U. S. missionaries. Then came 
the independence explosion. 

In July, under the urging of the U. S. embassy in 
Leopoldville, hundreds of missionaries were evacuated to 
Europe, America and other parts of Africa. When the 
smoke began to clear, only about 150 U. S. missionaries, 
mostly men, remained. 

The largest mission forces there, the Africa Inland 
Mission and the Southern Presbyterian Church, pulled out 
a total of 200 workers between them. Only the Christian & 
Missionary Alliance was able to maintain its entire force 
of 41 on the field. 

As a semblance of order returned in August, mission- 
aries began moving back. Africa Inland Mission and 
Plymouth Brethren workers moved in from Uganda and 


Kenya. In September and October, the Methodists, Dis. 
ciples, Presbyterians, Evangelical Free Church and Mis- 
sion Covenant brought back more of their staffs. November 
saw about a dozen American Baptists planning to return 
to their posts. 

But mission leaders were still cautious. The Congo 
situation remained unsettled, and no one would predict 
when it would return to stability. One thing, however, 
was definite: the Congo would certainly never be the same 
again. 

To get an up-to-date analysis, the editors of ETERNITY 
wrote to Trevor Shaw, in charge of Envol publications, 
Leopoldville. Last July, Shaw was furloughing in New 
Zealand. Although all the missionary traffic was moving 
the other way, Shaw rushed back to Leopoldville in the 
midst of the turmoil. The following report is his analysis 
of the current scene in Congo. 


CATTERED among Congo’s 14 mil- 

lion population over an area as 
large as the United States east of the 
Mississippi are nearly one million ac- 
tive members of Protestant churches 
(according to latest statistics issued 
by the Congo Protestant Council last 
February). But in the light of recent 
turmoil in the Congo, what has hap- 
pened to these Christians and how are 
the young Congo churches faring dur- 
ing these troubles? 

For 80 years Congo has witnessed 
one of the greatest missionary efforts 
of this period. In these years scores 
of individuals from many nations have 
sacrificed and suffered that the Church 
of Jesus Christ might be planted in 
Congo soil. As a result, thousands 
have been won for Christ in every 
part of the country and a numerically 
strong Christian church has _ been 
born. 

It would be wonderful to be able to 
report that this numerically strong 
church was also strong in leadership, 
but such does not, unfortunately, fit 
the facts of the present situation. The 
almost complete lack of maturity in 
the civil and political realms, which 
has become so evident during the 
Congo crisis, is also matched in the 
church where a trained and educated 
leadership is virtually non-existent in 
Congo. Why is this so? 

As in other countries, missions in 
Congo patterned themselves accord- 
ing to their surrounding life and con- 
ditions. Working under the umbrella 
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of a colonialist regime which was 
paternalistic to a degree unknown in 
other African colonies, the missionary 
effort itself, with one or two striking 
exceptions, has also been excessively 
paternalistic. 

This has resulted in a concentration 
on evangelism at the expense of train- 
ing in leadership. Consequently, the 
young church today cannot cope with 
the crisis in which it finds itself and 
for which it is ill-equipped and _ ill- 
prepared. Only in the last few years 
have the majority of missions begun 
to consider transferring control to 
African hands and in many cases this 
still had not been completed when 
the evacuation took place. 

In their defense, missions point to 
government regulations which, as late 
as two years ago, forbade the regis- 
tration of African churches and even 
made illegal the meeting together of 
Congolese in any association unless 
patronized by a white man or a white 
organization. At the same time the 
colonial government’s refusal to permit 
African students to travel overseas 
for study and its policy of favoritism 
for the Catholic Church over the 
years severely hampered missionary 
effort to train leadership. Efforts to 
overcome these obstacles, however, 
were not energetically pursued, and 
African criticism is that missions have 
been too ready to conform to the 
colonial restrictions. 

With a return to some semblance 
of law and order in the country, some 


missionaries have already returned to 
their stations and others are prepar- 
ing to do so. But the old ways are 
gone forever. A new relationship in 
which the African church makes all 
the decisions and the missionary obeys, 
is the order of the day. In many cases 
missionaries will not be returning un- 
til they have received a specific invita- 
tion from the African church. 

What the missionaries will find on 
their return will vary from place to 
place, but the general reception from 
the Christians themselves will be one 
of relief and thankfulness. In some 
cases African pastors have moved into 
missionaries’ houses and in others 
have considered all mission property 
including cars. and vehicles as right- 
fully African. In other instances mis- 
sion property has been carefully 
guarded and protected. 

One encouraging sign in the frat- 
racidal Kasai war is the recent meet- 
ing of Baluba and Lulua_ church 
leaders to discuss policy and to issue 
an invitation to return to some of the 
evacuated missionaries who are ready 
to do so. The church has not been 
unaffected by the tribal war in the 
Kasai and if it can emerge from the 
troubles with its basic unity intact, 
there will be hope not only for the 
triumph of the gospel in that area, but 
also for a solid foundation on which 
to build a tribal reconciliation. 

From the non-Christian Congo pop- 
ulation, missions will have to face 
some embarrassing “questions. The

‘most commonly repeated one is: “Why 
did the Protestant missions evacuate 
their stations?” In areas where Bel- 
gian Catholic men and women mis- 
sionaries remained at their posts while 
the Protestants fled, no acceptable an- 
swer for the inquiring Congolese mind 
will be readily found. However, by 
no means were all Protestant mis- 
sionaries evacuated. In many cases 
those who remained through the dan- 
gers won for themselves an enduring 
place in the hearts of the Christians 
as well as widespread respect and ap- 
proval by the non-Christians. 

Reports that Protestant missionaries 
evacuated while all Catholics re- 
mained, are just not true. But it does 
appear to the African mass that this 
is what actually happened in many 
areas. If approximately 1,000 of the 
Protestant force of 2,000 missionaries 
are evacuated, a gaping hole in their 
defenses is left. On the other hand, 
the Catholic force of up to 6,000 mis- 
sionaries can afford to lose 2,000 and 
even more and still leave the appear- 
ance of all their stations being manned. 
It is impossible to get the accurate fig- 
ures of the evacuation, but when and 
if these do become available, it will 
probably be found that numerically, a 
greater number of Catholic mission- 
aries fled the Congo at the time of the 
army mutiny than Protestants. 

Another issue to be faced in the 
new situation is that of colonialism, 
in which in the African thinking mis- 
sions are definitely implicated. By 
their close collaboration with the now 
thoroughly discredited  ex-colonial 
power and their opposition to the na- 
tionalistic cause (often under the guise 
of an assumed neutrality) almost until 
the eve of independence itself, mis- 
sions in the Congo are today probably 
less respected by the mass than ever 
before in their history. 

What conclusions are to be drawn 
then from the momentous and world- 
shaking events which have taken place 
in the Congo over the past three 
months? 

1) Organized missions as we have 
known them over the past 175 years 
have suffered further blows to their 
already tottering edifice. 

2) While armchair critics and 
writers in the homelands debate the 
merits of such words as “missionary” 
as against “fraternal worker” etc., the 
growing conviction on the field is that 
both Africa’s greatest spiritual need 
at the moment is not an influx of 
thousands more professionals under 
whatever name, but an irrepressible 
outflowing from the midst of the Afri- 
can Church of that spirit which 
brought into being the missionary era 
of William Carey and by which spirit 
alone the Christian Church can live 
and grow. To contribute to such a 
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need by prayer and intercession is the 
right and responsibility not only of 
professionals, but df all Christians 
everywhere, especially in these critical 
days of Africa’s dramatic and some- 
times tragic evolution. 


Absolute Honesty 


“Absolute honesty” is a _ stock 
phrase of the sect known as “Moral 
Rearmament.” They hold that “ab- 
solute honesty” is necessary in all 
dealings. This is hardly new to those 
who know the Bible, for anything 
less than absolute honesty is sheer 
dishonesty. 

Recently in England they have 
gotten themselves into trouble through 
a newspaper advertisement. Included 
in the advertisement were quotations, 
supposedly from various publications; 
in support of their objectives. One 
quotation was from The Times of 
India, most important newspaper of 
that country. It soon developed that 
the quotation was from a paid ad- 
vertisement whith the moral Re- 
armament people had previously in- 
serted in The Times of India, and 
had then placéd in their London ad- 
vertisements as though it was edi- 
torial matter and not advertising copy. 
This was, of course, anything but ab- 
solute honesty. 

These people, however, have been 
guilty of much worse dishonesty from 
their very beginning. They have 
claimed to be a branch of Christianity 
whereas their practices completely 
deny historic Christianity. Their chief 
slogans have to do with “Sharing,” 
and with “Life changing.” On. the sur- 
face these slogans look good. but 
“Sharing” is a substitute for witness- 
ing. The Christian does not share, for 
that is a horizontal movement that 
begins in the human heart and ends 
in the human heart. We witness, which 
is a process that goes to the throne of 
God where the living Lord Jesus 
Christ is ruling, and presents Him 
as the only source of life and power. 
“Life changing” may sound good, but 
it is nothing more than an effort to 
get people to leave the muddy side 
of the broad road that leads to de- 
struction in order to continue on the 
same road, but on the paved side. A 
man can go to the lake of fire morally 
as well as immorally. Let absolute 
honesty begin with confessing man’s 
complete ruin in sin. Then it can go 
on to the fact of God’s perfect remedy 
in Christ. (DGB) 


The Incompatible Chaplain 


In the House of Commons a mem- 
ber asked the under secretary of the 
Air Ministry why a free-church chap- 
lain had been dismissed from his work 
at an air force base. The Cabinet 
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Minister replied that the pastor had 
told the chief chaplain of his intention 
to take part in a march of protest 
against nuclear weapons. 

After consultation he accepted the 
view that this did not fit in well with 
his official ministry at an air force 
base and he therefore agreed to 
resign. The member of parliament con- 
tinued, “Does this mean that hence- 
forth only those padres who speak 
the gospel according to the Establish- 
ment are going to be acceptable?” 

The government official answered, 
“It. means simply this. That we can 
hardly have as a chaplain of a bomber 
station of the Royal Air Force some- 
one who publicly advocates the view 
that Bomber Command’s main task 
is morally wrong. The incompatibility 
seems obvious, and I gather that the 
former chaplain is of the same opin- 
ion.” (DGB) 


Hollywood Seeks “Jesus” 


Over the years, the motion picture 
industry has occasionally produced 
films in which some actor has played 
the part of Jesus. This has usually led 
to storms of protest from various 
church groups who feel no human be- 
ing—least of all a Hollywood actor— 
should attempt to portray the Son of 
God. 

As a result, in some productions 
(e.g., The King of Kings) rules were 
issued that actors and actresses who 
played in the film were to take special 
pains not to give the public any 
grounds for moral criticisms. And 
drinking was prohibited during shoot- 
ing time. In other films, to avoid of- 
fense, the figure of Jesus has been 
shown only in fleeting appearances, 
from the rear, or in the distance (e.g., 
Ben Hur). 

Now, Hollywood is finding Jesus 
much in demand once more. With the 
increased interest in religion, it has 
become profitable to produce more 
pseudobiblical epics, many of which 
inevitably must come to grips with 
the person of Jesus Christ. 

Fulton Oursler’s The Greatest Story 
Ever Told is about to be filmed, and 
talent scouts are looking for an actor 
to play Jesus. A remake of the’ old 
silent movie, The King of Kings, is 
now in production in Spain with a 33- 
year-old Hollywood actor, Jeffrey 
Hunter, playing the lead role. Hunter, 
who supposedly has “eyes that show 
sorrow and kindness,” was asked if 
he would play the part of Jesus. 
“Sure,” he said, without any hesitation. 
In all probability this is to be “just 
another role” for a Hollywood actor. 

Frankly, there is something fright- 
ening about the casual—even cal- 
loused—way in which the film 
industry can reach into its personnel 
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is always their true master. Seeking 
first the Kingdom of God he proves 
that “all other things are added.” This 
is to possess the earth. This is the 
sovereignty of Calvary. Paul can say: 
“] have all things and abound.” And 
he also says: “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth 
me.” 

This is the inheritance of the meek. 
Sinners may inhabit the earth. Only 
the saints inherit the earth. It is true 
as of now and it will be true hereafter. 
The meek possess here and now only 
the earnest of their inheritance. But 
the day is coming when the knowledge 
of the Lord shall cover the earth as 
the waters cover the sea; and in that 
day the meek shall shine forth as the 
sun in the kingdom of their Father. 

Against that day the meek man is 
willing to wait. He rests in the faith- 
fulness of God and knows that God 
will be faithful forever.

this Jesus, knowing that all was now 
finished, said in order to fulfil the 
Scripture, ‘I thirst?” (John 19:28). 
One of the soldiers put vinegar to 
His mouth. The last Scripture was 
then fulfilled. Let those who tamper 
with the Bible remember that the 
Son of God saw to it that the final 
Scripture was brought to fulfilment 
before He cried with a loud voice, 
bowed His head, and dismissed His 
spirit. 

Three days and nights pass. The 
Lord Jesus comes forth from the 
tomb, alive forevermore. The resur- 
rection is accomplished. He walks 
along the road to Emmaus and over- 
takes two disciples returning home 
from Jerusalem. He asks why they 
are so sad and they answer, “Are you 
the only visitor to Jerusalem who 
does not know the things that have 
happened there in these days?” (Luke 
24:18). They then tell Him about 
His own death, and speak of the 
hope that they had had in Him, a 
hope which they now think is de- 
ceived. He answers them in _ these 
words of tremendous implication: “O 
foolish ones, and slow of heart to 
believe all that the prophets have 
spoken! Was it not necessary that the 
Christ should suffer these things and 
enter into his glory? And beginning 
with Moses and all the prophets, he 
interpreted to them in all the Scrip- 
ures the things concerning himself” 
(vs. 25-27). 

This constitutes the first teaching 
of the Lord Jesus Christ after His 
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Question: What's an ideal gift for Christmas? 
Answer: ETERNITY, of course.

Modernism and 


Unbelief 


‘*«The Church has always had to face unbe- 
lief. Paul spoke of grievous wolves who do 
not spare the flock, and added: ‘From 
among your own selves shall men arise, 
speaking perverse things’ (Acts 20:30). 
He also said, ‘There must be also heresies 
among you’ (I Corinthians 11:19). But 
such unbelief is particularly a mark of the 
last days. ‘The Spirit saith expressly, that 
in later times some shall fall away from 
the faith’ (I Timothy 4:1). One of their 
characteristics is that they hold a form of 
godliness, but deny the power thereof (II 
Timothy 3:5). 

‘*The history of unbelief in the Protes- 
tant Church today goes back to the Ger- 
man rationalism of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries. Taken up by theologians, 
modernism, as it was called, made conquest 
after conquest. Do not be misled. It is not 
dead yet. It infects al views which fall 
short of the historic orthodox faith—the 
fundamentals of the Word of God. With 
unbelieving criticism it deigns to judge the 
Book by which all will be judged in the last 
day. 

‘«The fundamentals of the faith are just 
that. Any ‘Christianity’ that denies or 
dilutes them is not the Christianity of the 
Bible. Such a ‘Christianity’ is to be re- 
pudiated, rejected, condemned. It is spu- 
rious. The objective, historic revelation of 
God in the holy Bible—from Genesis to 
Revelation—presents these cardinal doc-

trines which are part of the warp and woof 
of genuine Christianity. 

‘«These doctrines have largely to do with 
the Person of Christ, for Christianity at 
heart concerns Him. They are the divine

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is written . . .” Why are you in 
doubt? Do not Moses and all the 
Scripture speak of the sufferings of 
the Messiah? Has it not been written? 
Then are you not foolish, not to un- 
derstand and believe the Scriptures? 

When Christ entered the world, He 
coupled His coming with a reminder 
that His incarnation was written into 
the Scriptures. When He began His 
ministry He overcame the temptations 
of the Devil with the threefold “It is 
written.” He calmly appropriated the 
prophecies to Himself, announcing 
that He was their fulfilment. He based 
His teaching on the shade of meaning 
of a single verb. He announced that 
no one could ever believe Him if 
they had not first believed Moses, 
‘Even while dying He took care that 
one unfulfilled prophecy should be ac- 
complished. And when He arose from 
the dead He appealed to the Word of 
God as having foretold all that hap- 
pened to Him, and showed that the 
ignorance of men is due to their fail- 
ure to search the Word of God. 

“It is written. . . .” And we may 
not leave this great text without ask- 
ing this direct and pertinent ques- 
tion: Does any individual have -the 
right to call himself a follower of 
Christ if he does not have the same 
attitude toward the Scriptures that 
our Lord Himself had? Christ the 
living Word, and the Bible the written 
Word, are one and the same, even as 
the word that comes from my mouth 
is a part of me. So when Jesus said, 
“It is written . . .” He was talking 
about the Bible, Himself, His Word.

which He was to win in His Cross. 

This was indeed strange doctrine to 
the Jews who thought themselves 
righteous and despised the Gentile and 
the ‘unholy’ Jew. Deliverance they 
wanted, but not so completely!—from 
their hated Roman over-lords yes, but 
not from enslavement to ‘self.’ Save 
me, God, but leave my idols alone— 
don’t tear out my petty hatreds and 
prejudices! How self deludes man into 
believing that he is all right. How self 
inflates the ego and keeps man from 
acknowledging that it is satanic. But 
thank God, that for all who will admit 
this enslavement to self, Christ offers 
glorious deliverance. 

It was because Jesus went about 
doing good, because He cast out 
demons, because He revealed the com- 
plete love of God for all of humanity, 
because He was fully obedient to God 
in His mission that our Lord ended 
up on a Cross. Matthew records the 
words of the angel to Joseph: “You 
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shall call his name Jesus, for he shall 
save his people from their sins” (1: 
1). 

Jesus came with the full revelation 
of God to man. He came to bring 
men, through repentance and faith, 
to receive the gift of forgiveness and 
eternal life. This He did when He 
offered Himself upon the Cross. 

We cannot isolate the baby Jesus 
from all that we have said of His life 
and death and resurrection and ascen- 
sion and His ultimate triumph at the 
end of this age. If we try to separate 
the vicarious life and death of Christ 
from His infancy we are left with a 
baby—but not the baby Jesus. For the 
baby Jesus must be viewed beneath 
the shadow of the Cross! 

No, we cannot worship the baby 
Jesus. We can only worship the eternal 
Son of God incarnate in the baby 
Jesus. 

One of the most tragic things in life 
is to see those whose growth has been 
stunted who because of some unex- 
plainable cause will never mature 
physically or mentally. But how much 
more tragic are those who desire to 
worship a baby Jesus all of their lives. 
They refuse to let Him grow up—to 
teach, to do good, to be killed for sin, 
and to rise victorious over sin and 
death. They do not want Him to be- 
come a Lord in their lives—but only 
a baby. 

Although we cannot worship the 
baby Jesus, we must realize that we 
can only receive Him as a little child. 
A child is honest. He acknowledges he 
cannot go it alone. A child is humble. 
He knows his place—he is dependent, 
teachable, and obedient. A child is 
willing to be led. 

We receive Christ into our 
hearts with childlike faith. We begin 
as a babe in Christ, and we grow 
by letting Him live again in and 
through us. Christ came into the world 
for judgment and salvation—judgment 
always accompanies salvation. Unless 
we let the Christ judge our lives and 
rule them, we can never know the joy 
of salvation in Christ. Many of us 
never grow in Christ because we are 
not willing to submit to Him as judge 
—through His teachings as found in 
the Scriptures. But if we are to know 
the joy that of necessity comes 
through pain, we must let Christ rule 
in our hearts as Lord as well as Savior. 

This Christmas, let us not worship 
a baby. There is no such person as 
the baby Jesus. There is, however, the 
eternal Son of God who came to earth 
in Jesus of Bethlehem. Him we can 
and must worship—the Christ child 
with the shadow of the Cross across 
His face. Let us permit Him to be 
born in us, to mature in us, to live 
through us. If we shall, then it will 
truly be a joyous Christmas.

Sound the Battle Cry; There’s No Disappoint- 
ment in Jesus; Rescue the Perishing; Precious 
Hiding Place; ’Tis So Sweet to Trust in Jesus;

This record is obviously designed to 
appeal to the general public, and in this 
it succeeds admirably. The trumpet 
playing by the three Ohmans is quite 
marvelous in an athletic way; the ac- 
companimental work (as well as occa- 
sional solo passages) by Miss Ohman 
and Mr. Erb is sympathetic and taste- 
ful; and the music chosen is all popular 
and well-liked. If this recording does 
not touch any musical or spiritual 
depths or heights, perhaps it was not 
meant to. 

As entertainment music, pure and 
simple, this record is a honey. I rec- 
ommend it highly.

George Beverly Shea is widely ad- 
mired as a singer of hymns, and with 
reason. His beautiful voice is always 
used with taste, and his diction is im- 
peccable. Here he is supported by a 
good chorus, orchestra, and organ. The 
arrangements by Norman Leyden are 
very effective. A very enjoyable. disc.

Bless This House; The Cross; My Task; I Won- 
der as I Wander; Spirit of God; The Palms.

This is, on all counts, a superior rec- 
ord. Rhea has a beautiful voice which 
he uses expressively. The orchestral ar- 
rangements by Mr. Mickelson are imag- 
inative without being over-dressed. And, 
finally, the repertoire chosen is a bit off 
the beaten track for which I am grateful. 

True, some of the old chestnuts are 
included here, but they are interspersed 
with unfamiliar material. Two of the 
songs were entirely new to me. One of 
the songs which has long been a fa- 
vorite of mine but which I have not 
previously met on any recording is the 
Holst “Mid-Winter.” As far as I am 
concerned this excellent performance is 
worth the price of the whole record.

This is another one that defies de- 
scription. Your reaction to this record 
will probably depend largely on how 
much you enjoy whistling. If you enjoy 
it at all, you will find much to admire 
here, for Platt whistles amazingly well. 
I am not a connoisseur, but what he 
does seems fine to me. 

Sometimes he whistles a highly-deco- 
rated melody, and at other times he 
seems to be indulging in a variety of 
bird-calls. At all times the sound is 
pleasing and never shrill or harsh. 

The organ accompaniments are played 
in Whitney’s theatrical style, with what 
seems to be an over-use of the glissando. 
This device was perfected and brought 
to popularity by Jesse Crawford in the 
1920’s, first at the Chicago Theater in 
Chicago and later at the Paramount in 
New York. Since then theater organists 
have been imitating it all over the world, 
and now we seem to be hearing it in 
gospel hymns. If Whitney’s purpose was 
to make these hymns sound very much 
like the songs of Romberg, Friml, and 
Victor Herbert, he has certainly suc- 
ceeded.

Here is another in the never-ending 
stream of organ records featuring hymns 
made to sound as much as possible like 
show-tunes. Davidson, who is identified 
on the record sleeve as being 23 years 
old, does this better than most, but not 
as well as he ought to. The organ he 
plays is evidently a theater organ of 
modest dimensions. Davidson uses it 
with considerable taste and style, mak- 
ing some of the livelier hymns sound 
quite effervescent through his interest- 
ing use of counter-melodies and un- 
inhibited registration. If you need a 
record of hymns played to sound as 
unlike hymns as possible, you might try 
this one. 

The record jacket gives an interesting 
and concise biographical sketch of the 
artist, but who wrote the program 
notes? Do such descriptive sentences as: 
“A happy heart released of tensions, 
strife and worry seems to fling wide 
the gates of musical conversation” 
really help anyone to know what the 
music is about? Please give us some 
information that is relevant to the hymn.

In this new department of ETERNITY Magazine, Dr. Barnhouse and the staff 
will answer questions regarding biblical understanding, spiritual truth and the 
Christian life and walk. 


Question: Was not the coming of the Holy Spirit at Pentecost actually the 
“second coming of Christ” rather than some future appearance of a literal Jesus? 


Answer: There is no question of the fact that Christ “came again” in the descent 
of the Holy Spirit. Jesus told His sorrowing disciples, “I will not leave you 
desolate; I will come to you” (John 14:18). The context indicates that He was 
speaking of the coming of the Spirit. You see, it is not entirely possible to segre- 
gate the persons of the Trinity and say “we have the Holy Spirit in our hearts, 
but not Jesus Christ and the Father; they are in heaven.” This is absurd. The Bible 
assures us that we also have the Spirit of Christ, Christ, and the Father in and 
with us (John 14:23; Romans 8:9). So, the coming of the Spirit was, in a sense, 
a “coming again” of Christ. 

Indeed, a number of phases of life can be looked upon as “comings of Christ.” 
He comes to take the believer home to heaven at death. He comes to bless His 
Word as it is proclaimed. He comes to give grace and strength to His needy 
children. He comes as mystic Ruler and Lord over His Church. All of these 
are comings of Christ. 

But none of them must obscure the fact that¢the Bible clearly foretells a literal 
second coming of Jesus Christ to the earth as King of kings and Lord of lords. 
This is what the Church means when it proclaiims that “He shall come to judge 
the quick and the dead.” 


Question: I have a Catholic friend who tells me that her church publishes a list 
of approved movies Catholics may see. Why don’t Protestants do this? 


Answer: The Catholic Church does print a periodic list of motion pictures, 
divided into various categories—acceptable for all; for adults only; objectionable 
in part; condemned. Some few pictures—including the Martin Luther film— 
are listed in special categories and require further clarification to correct their 
“erroneous” or “objectionable” features. 

There are some Protestants who would like to have such a Church censorship 
committee. However, we do not favor a hierarchical organization which dictates 
what the Christian may or may not do, what books he may read or films he may 
not see. Not only is this contrary to our American freedom, but it is also unbiblical. 
The Christian is guided by the Holy Spirit in accordance with the principles set 
forth in the Word of God. The Spirit alone is the Vicar of Christ and has the 
right to dictate to us. The child of God is answerable to God for what he does. 
While it is true that the Christian must consider his “weaker brother” and not 
cause him to stumble, no believer is bound to follow a set of negatives or pro- 
hibitions set forth by any ecclesiastical body in matters which lie in the “grey 
areas” of Christian living. 


Question: Is there such a thing as demon possession, or was this just the way 
the biblical writers described what we now know as psychological disorders? 


Answer: Undoubtedly, there is such a thing as demon possession and it must 
not be confused with the ailments of emotional or mental origin which can be 
cared for by the psychiatrist. Some years ago, a Presbyterian missionary doctor 
in Korea, John L. Nevius, wrote a book entitled Demon Possession and Allied 
Themes, in which he described actual cases of demon possession which had come 
to his attention. It has become a standard work on the subject. Also, Dr. Merrill 
F. Unger of Dallas Seminary has a book in the same field, Biblical Demonology. 
These two volumes will give you your answer about demon possession. 

However, we must remember that no demon can ever live in the same body 
as the Holy Spirit. A born-again Christian, indwelt by the Holy Spirit, can never 
become demon possessed.

SAYING WHAT WE MEAN 


Breaking the Culture Barrier 


MESSAGE AND MISSION. Eugene A. 
Nida. Harper. 253 pp. $4.50.

Dr. Eugene Nida, executive secre- 
tary of the American Bible Society, 
has given us another valuable book 
in the field of verbal communication 
as it relates to the translation of the 
Word of God in the languages of 
man. 

Message and Mission unfolds the 
difficulties and problems which the 
translator meets in attempting to com- 
municate God’s Word to men. Even 
though the problems have been great 
the entire Bible has been translated 
into 215 tongues, the New Testament 
into 273 additional tongues, and some 
parts of the Bible have been trans- 
lated into a total of 1,136 languages. 
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Three factors pose problems for the 
translator: the source, the message, 
and the person who receives it. 

The translator starts with the mes- 
sage. What does the message mean? 
Does my culture, background, particu- 
lar belief, influence my understanding 
and transmission of the message? 
What did the author of the mes- 
sage really mean? Did he express his 
ideas in contexts which are known to 
him alone? Granted that I understand 
the message perfectly, even as it was 
meant to be understood, how can I 
give it to others when I discover that 
in many instances there are no words, 
into which the message can be trans- 
lated. 

These problems become intensified 
when we realize that one of the unique 
characteristics of the Bible is that it 
reveals to us a religion that is based 


upon “thus saith the Lord.” Thus it is 
of great importance to understand to 
the best of our ability what that Word 
is, in order that we might communi- 
cate it accurately to others. Nida out- 
lines some of the solutions which have 
been found for these great problems. 
Naturally, a number of the chapters 
in this volume are technical in na- 
ture, but these matters are treated in 
a lucid style freeing the reader from 
any confusion in understanding the 
writer's words, incidentally proving 
that Nida is a master of his craft. 

Though this work is not a theologi- 
cal treatise, and though it does out- 
line how one’s theology may color 
communication, Nida clings to a clear 
evangelical position in his attempt to 
make more efficient the art of com- 
munication. His scholarly evangelical 
spirit can be seen as he sums up the 
linguistic, cultural and religious prob- 
lems in order to show that in the last 
analysis the Holy Spirit must take the 
Word of God and do the real wit- 
nessing if the inefficiencies of man—

One 
of these words will characterize the 
reception of The Progress of World- 
wide Missions by Dr. Robert H. 
Glover as revised and enlarged by 
J. Herbert Kane, a professor in Bar- 
rington College, R.I. To _ those 
teachers and students who have been 
using the 1939 edition, this edition is 
a renewal. To others who have ceased 
using Glover’s “Progress” this is a 
resurrection. 

For a quarter of a century this 
book has been the basis of study for 
thousands of students of Missions. It 
has been only with a definite nos- 
talgic effort that many during the last 
decade have been forced to cross the 
book from a list of Mission biblig- 
raphy by reason of its failure to 
give an up-to-date picture. Now mis- 
sionary authorities will herald its re- 


turn and be glad to recommend it to 
internationally minded Christians. 

The revision of such a work has 
required a tremendous breadth of re- 
search into details. Sources of more 
than one authority must be examined 
only to find that authorities do not 
agree. Kane has made the Christian 
world his debtor. 

The bibliography at the end of the 
book is very good. We would add a 
few general books such as Alexander 
Hay’s The New Testament Order for 
Church and Missionary, Harold Lind- 
sell’s A Christian Philosophy of Mis- 
sions and Missionary Principle and 
Practices, the reviser’s own book Two- 
fold Growth, and the I.F.M.A.’s 1960 
Annual. 

The major criticisms of this revi- 
sion are: 

1. The omission of a report on 

Europe. 

2. The failure to make the report 
field-wise in terms of the church 
rather than in terms of the mis- 
sions; that is, it should be 
church-centered rather than mis- 
sion-centered. 

Kane was clear in his decision to 
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produced a volume useful both to the 
layman and the Christian worker. 

The method of treatment is topical, 
including such subjects as_ historical 
background, a survey of the narrative 
of Christ’s life, discussions of Gospel 
miracles and _ parables, character 
sketches of the associates of our Lord, 
and the present and future activities 
of the Savior. Points of excellence 
which impress the reader are the re- 
curring and helpful use of the Greek 
of the Gospels, the excellent survey 
of the world into which Christ came, 
and the valuable five-page biblio- 
graphy of pertinent literature. 

In contrast to these commendable 
features, one finds several weaknesses 
of a lesser nature. In certain state- 
ments the author creates the impres- 
sion that the Old Testament way of 
salvation was by human works and 
that grace is a new method found 
only after the cross. Also, in the 
treatment of the prophecy of the vir- 
gin birth, the context of Isaiah 7:14 
appears to have been overlooked. 

I commend it to lay people es- 
pecially, with the assurance that it 
will lead to a fuller understanding of 
the Christ of our faith. 








omit Europe. In view, however, of the 
great interest of evangelical Chris- 
tians in the field of Europe this book 
is missing a great opportunity to con- 
tribute in this area. 

Because of Dr. Glover’s relation to 
the China Inland Mission, this Mis- 
sion has been misjudged on the basis 
of this book in its local church em- 
phasis on the field. It was: hoped that 
Kane would correct this. He followed 
the original pattern of omitting the 
church emphasis. 

The section on Burma has been 
greatly improved. We wonder why the 
Shan (Tai) work was ignored. The 
Japanese section also deserves special 
recommendation. 

Some other minor omissions were 
noted: the contribution of the Mar 
Thoma Church in India; mention of 
the United Biblical Seminary in Yeot- 
mal, India; more emphasis on the Cen- 
tral Language School with its 150 
students under the U.S. Presbyterians 
in Costa Rica; and an account of 
mission work in British Honduras. 

The discussion of the religious back- 
ground for Korea is good. It would 
have been helpful if each country 
could have a similar treatment. Es- 
pecially do we note the failure of 
including Animism as a dominant 
factor in South-east Asia. 

It is easy to point out weaknesses. 
This should not, however, cause us 
to lose sight of the stupendous effort 
of Kane in giving us this enlarged 
revision. We thank him for it.

This is one of the most thoughtful 
books on Christian giving I have ‘read. 
The author puts forth the case for 
giving which he considers “responsi- 
ble activity” rather than stewardship 
which he claims “is not a convincing 
biblical word.” Creative giving is a re- 
sponse on the part of the Christian 
who has become personally involved. 
The tithe, which is mechanical or 
legalistic, too frequently lacks per- 
sonal involvement and __ therefore 
springs from wrong motivation. 

The author spends a great deal of 
time telling what is wrong with the 
tithe. He first of all points out that the 
Jewish tithes exceeded 40 per cent. 
Then he goes on to make a devastat- 
ing, scripturally-based case against 
present-day tithing practices. This is 
preceded by a detailed account of the 
historical development of the tithe in 
the Christian church. 

Ward has amassed a truly signifi- 
cant case against tithing. His argu- 
ments for spontaneous giving, which 
he calls creative giving, are not as im- 
pressive. This is especially true with 
regard to his theological argument in 
which he claims that man, not God, is 
owner of our material possessions. It 
is difficult to concur in this in view of 
our Lord’s parable of the talents.

What new thing can a _ reviewer 
say about Calvin’s commentaries? 
Their worth and value have been es- 
tablished through many years of use 
in the Church. However, modern 
Christendom will welcome the new 
translation of the great reformer’s 
New Testament commentaries, brought 
to light through the editorial efforts of 
David W. and Thomas F. Torrance. 

Here, as always, are the same terse 
comments, the caustic barbs aimed at 
the papacy, the thorough exposition, 
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278 pp. $4.50. | Corin- 
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possessions comes from God. Can we 
separate this talent from the things 
created by it? If not, then the author’s 
theological argument seems to die at 
this point. 

Despite this shortcoming, this is a 
valuable book. It demands that we re- 
think our whole purpose in giving. It 
stands against unchristian methods of 
raising money for the church. It de- 
mands that whatever method one 
adopt be a spiritual one. Its greatest 
weakness seems to lie in its failure to 
be more practical. For example, what 
should one do in the face of the fan- 
tastic number of appeals being made 
on every hand today? But perhaps the 
problem is even deeper than the author 
realizes. For these numerous appeals 
may only point to the fact that it is 
our understanding of the church, not 
our view of giving, which needs to be 
revitalized. 


THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE PHILIP- 
PIANS. R. P. Martin. Eerdmans. 
186 pp. $3.00.

This recent addition to the Tyndale 
series of commentaries maintains its 
reputation for brevity and usefulness. 
The author provides a very satisfactory 
treatment of the founding and charac- 
ter of the Philippian church, and 
interprets quite adequately Paul’s 
teaching as given in his letter. He does 
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treatment of the biblical text. Yet, 
the language has changed. Cleansed 
of their antiquated forms, the sen- 
tences shortened, and a_ freshness 
added, these new Calvin commen- 
taries are a worthy event in con- 
temporary. publishing history. 

The first two volumes are now 
ready. Part 1 of the commentary on 
the Gospel of John (chapters 1—10) 
is given a delightfully vigorous trans- 
lation by T. H. L. Parker, while Cal- 
vin’s exposition of I Corinthians has 
been beautifully handled by John W. 
Fraser. Other volumes in the series 
will follow periodically. 

All students of the Bible, not only 
Calvinists as such, will hail this much 
needed revision of a major classical 
work. Rising generations of new 
preachers will find the new commen- 
taries lucid and pleasant to work with.

problems involved in Philippians, nor 
does he exaggerate their importance. 
Technical points are covered by the 
footnotes, which serve as a guide for 
the scholarly reader. 

The commentary is well outlined, 
lucid, and pertinent for modern appli- 
cation. Greek words are transliterated 
and their meaning is explained clearly 
for the reader who is unacquainted 
with the original text. The organiza- 
tion of the book is such that desired 
information is easy to find. 

The key passage in_ interpreting 
Philippians is, of course, chapter 2:5- 
11. Martin says that Christ “could have 
grasped at equality with God by self- 
assertion, but declined to do so and 
embraced rather the will of God in 
the circumstances of the incarnation 
and of the cross.” He emphasizes 
Christ’s will to humiliation for the 
purpose of effecting redemption rather 
than making the incarnation simply a 
deprivation of the powers of deity. His 
view of the “emptying” is eminently 
satisfactory. 

Theologically and exegetically, this 
work may be heartily commended for 
its soundness and practical adaptabil- 


ity. 


SHORTER ATLAS OF THE BIBLE. Luc. 
H. Grollenberg. Nelson. 196 pp. 
$3.95.

This book is a shorter, but not con- 
densed, edition of the author’s earlier 
and larger Atlas of the Bible which 
has been well received by scholars 
and laymen alike. Although preserv- 
ing the former system of linking maps 
and illustrations with a brief text to 
form one block, it has been newly 
designed to suit the smaller format. 

The book gives a very helpful 
background to the contents of the 
entire Bible using even the latest ma- 
terial from archeology, geography and 
history. It should be remembered that 
the book is concise and so larger 
works must be consulted for more 
detail. But the 200 photographic 
plates, 10 full color maps, numerous 
drawings and excellent text make 
‘even this small book adequate for 
the average Bible student. 

Some liberal tendencies may be 
noted in the book, but this should not 
prevent any student’s availing him- 
self of the wealth of reliable material 
in the book. 

The convenient size, skillful ma- 
terial and reasonable price make this 
book one that should be in the libr- 
ary of all Bible students.
